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REPORT OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 



Hon. Thomas E. Marshall, Governor of Indiana, Indianapolis, In- 
diana: 

Dear Sir — In presenting this, the twenty-fourth annual report 
of the Northern Hospital for Insane, together with the report of the 
medical superintendent for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1912, we desire to say that we feel we have had a most successful 
year, not alone from the standpoint of efficiency of service ren- 
dered to those unfortunates whose welfare is entrusted to our care 
and keeping, but also from the careful and judicious expenditure 
of the State's funds which were placed in our hands for the needs 
of the institution. 

Many valuable and permanent improvements have been added 
to the institution during the year just closing. Notable among 
them is the piggery, a concrete structure designed to shelter a 
drove of 150 to 200 good sized hogs in the most sanitary manner 
possible. Since its completion the rate of mortality has amounted 
to almost nothing and the profits derived from hogs fattened on 
the offal from the kitchen and dining-room has proven a most val- 
uable means of curtailing our expenditure for pork and its prod- 
ucts. We have also completed the new greenhouse, and while it is 
inadequate in size, yet it was all we could build with the funds at 
our command, and it was therefore so planned that it can be ex- 
tended whenever additional funds are available. It is a very sub- 
stantial structure, symmetrical in appearance and will add to the 
general pleasing effect and beauty of the grounds, while its use 
will enable us to produce an abundance of beautiful flowers, whose 
beauty and fragrance will contribute in a large way to the peace 
and contentment, of our wards. 

The farm and garden have produced bountifully, while the out- 
door life and exercise have been of material benefit to those of our 
patients who assisted in the work in the fields. Every institution 
of this kind should have from 600 to 800 acres of good tillable land 
for two good and sufficient reasons: first, that work of a most 
healthful character could be provided for the many willing hands 
of those whose reason is not entirely dethroned and who would be 
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infinitely better off, botli mentally and physically, out in the realm 
of God's pure air and sunlight rather than housed up in their 
wards with nothing to do but contemplate their own misery and 
the wretchedness of their associates; second, that the cost of main- 
tenance might be reduced and the institution more nearly put upon 
a self-supporting basis. 

The dairy, poultry departments and orchard have each yielded 
most satisfactorily, and their varied products have been enjoyed 
by the entire population. 

The personnel of our board has undergone some change during 
the past year. Walter G. Zahrt was compelled to resign on account 
of the pressure of his private business affairs, and in his retirement 
the State lost a servant whose peculiar fitness for the place, both 
by training and natural qualifications, made him a most valuable 
member. In his successor, however, we have found the exemplifi- 
cation of the trite saying that "any man's place can be filled," 
and your resent appointee, Mr. A. B. Crampton, is filling the place 
most acceptably. He is a man of broad experience, of genial per- 
sonality and one who feels and appreciates the responsibility of the 
sacred trust and is in every way qualified to be a most capable and 
efficient official. 

The work of the medical superintendent and his staff has been 
of the highest order, and it is indeed fortunate that the State can 
find such able, conscientious, high-minded men who are willing to 
devote their time and talents to the care and management of those 
poor unfortunate defectives who are unable to care for themselves. 

We wish especially to call your attention to the present and 
future needs of this institution and to join our superintendent in 
the hope that our Representatives in the next General Assembly 
will most seriously consider our requests and that out of the good- 
ness of their hearts they may realize the needs and make ample 
appropriations as will enable us to continue the humanitarian work 
we are seeking to do in caring for those dependent upon us, even 
as we would wish to have them cared for if they were of our own 
flesh and blood.

During the year the total enrollment decreased from 1,105 to 
1,059. and the average daily population from 977.654 to 868.939. 
This decrease in the enrollment and the daily population was 
brought about by the redistribution of six counties in our district 
and the transfer of patients from these counties to the Eastern and 
Central Hospitals. The total number under treatment during the 
year was 1,282, and for the previous year 1,317. The percentage 
of recoveries, based on the total number under treatment, is 3 per 
cent. The percentage of deaths, computed on the same basis, is 
C per cent. The percentage of recoveries, based on the number of 
admissions, is 17 per cent. The percentage of deaths, based on the 
number of admitted, is 34 per cent. 

On December 12th, Dr. George E. Hoffman, senior assistant in 
the department for men, after five years, withdrew from the service 
to enter general practice. Dr. Lome Yule, who had resigned July 
J, 1911, was secured to fill this vacancy and assumed his duties on 
January 1. 1912. The vacancy created by the resignation of Dr.

Frank L. Washburn on June 17th was filled by Dr. H. B. Landes 
on December 10th. Dr. G. J. Pell, resident dentist, resigned Sep- 
tember 30, 1912, to assume more lucrative practice in connection 
with the Indianapolis Dental College. There has been no change 
of medical officers in the department' for women. I am pleased to 
embrace this opportunity to testify to the continued attention to 
duty and especially to commend the interest manifested by the 
medical officers in their work and in the patients entrusted to their 

During the year eleven operations were done which involved 
the opening of the abdominal cavity. One death resulted from 
nephritis following a long anesthetic. Three operations were per- 
formed for goitre with satisfactory results in each case. 

On June 10th, John C. Martin, of Whitley County, eloped 
about 4:00 o'clock in the afternoon while the patients from his 
ward were on the lawn. He made his way to the junction of the 
Vandalia and Pennsylvania railroads about a mile distant from the 
hospital, and, in attempting to board a train, fell underneath, and 
his right leg was severed between the knee and thigh. He was 
taken to St. Joseph Hospital by the railroad surgeon and died there 
at 2 :20 a. m. June 11th, from shock. This was the only accident 
which occurred during the year. , 

The work for which specific appropriations were available Oc- 
tober 1, 1912, namely, new boilers, greenhouse and electric wiring, 
lias all been completed. The boiler is a 264 h. p., water-tube type, 
with chain grate stoker. The greenhouse is of insufficient size, 
making it impossible to vacate the old houses located in the campus 
near the administration building, and I especially urge that a suffi- 
cient amount of money to enlarge the new house to the capacity 
necessary to enable us to vacate the old houses be appropriated and 
made available as soon as possible. All the original buildings have 
been rewired according to underwriters' rules, and this has re- 
moved the anxiety we have all felt for years regarding the possi- 
bility of fire from this origin.

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SPECIFIC APPROPRIATIONS. . 

Urgent. 

Boiler, Stoker and Steam Fittings. — An appropriation of $8,- 
000 made by the last Legislature has enabled us to replace two 
100 h. p. B. & W. boilers with a 264 h. p. B. & W. boiler and a 
L-hain grate stroker. There remain two old boilers which have 
been in service 25 years and must be replaced with a new boiler 
at once. For this purpose $6,000 will be required, and I urge 
that this amount be appropriated and made available at once. 

Additional Water Supply. — The present water supply, derived 
from wells, has been for the past five years inadequate. Last year 
nn effort was made to increase the supply by sinking new wells. 
The first one drilled was practically a dry hole. The second one pro- 
duced, at the beginning, In the neighborhood of 80 gallons per 
minute, but, after a year's service, produces now about 40 gallons 
per minute, and the old wells whieh have been in service for sev- 
eral years have diminished even more than 50% in their produc- 
tion. The minimum need of the institution is 150,000 gallons of 
water per day and the maximum production of the wells now in 
service is 125,000 gallons per day. It- is our opinion, corroborated 
by the opinion of our engineers, that it is impracticable to depend 
upon the sinking of wells for increased production of water, inas- 
much as the underground supply is now well tapped and future 
drillings are very likely to be either dry holes or poorly producing 
wells. It is proposed, therefore, to install an additional system, 
drawing on the Wabash River for supply, using our present system 
for supplying water for culinary and drinking purposes and the 
new system to supply boilers, laundry, flushing tanks and bathing 
needs. The new system, however, including the filter beds, ca- 
pacity of standpipe and mains, etc., will be of sufficient size to 
take care of the entire need of the institution for all time to come, 
and a slight change in the contents of the filter beds will make it 
possible to supply potable water for both drinking and culinary 
purposes in case the well supply entirely fails in the future. The 
only addition that would be necessary would be the installation of 
another pump, and the pump-house will be of sufficient size to 
accommodate.it. This, then, is a permanent improvement which 
contemplates an inexhaustable supply of water to the institution 
for all years to come. The estimated cost of this installation is as

Dairy Barn. — The present dairy barn is a damp, unsanitary, 
low-eeiling, poorly ventilated structure, unfit for the housing of a 
herd and not of sufficient size to meet our present needs. It is 
proposed to move this barn to the west of its present location and 
erect a new barn adjacent to the existing silos, which are in first- 
class condition. The estimated cost of this improvement is $12,001). 
Regarding the need for a new structure, Dr. W. E. Coover, State 
Veterinarian, has, the following to say:

Dear Doctor— Replying to your favor of October 19th as to what my 
opinion Is regarding the sanitary condition of your dairy barns at Loug- 
ellff. I found them to be kept in as good condition aB it would be possible 
to keep such stables, but it seems to me tHat It would take more than 
human effort to keep your stables in the condition that dairy barns 
should be kept in. I do not know of any dairy barns that are more 
unfitted, from a sanitary standpoint, for such use than those that you now 
have, and certainly should have them torn flown and replaced with modern 
stables. It will be itniwssible for you to keep your herds in a perfectly 
healthy condition unless you have better and different stabling for them 
than you now have, and I am under the impression that the health of 
the inmates of your institution, and of the cattle that would be kept In 
the stables, would be much improved. From a purely commercial stand- 
twin t I am quite sure it would pay you to build proper hygienic and sani- 
tary stables, for the cost of them should and undoubtedly would be saved 
tn a very short time In the Improvement In the health of your herd. 
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Then, undoubtedly, an improvement in the products of your herd would 
be a material benefit to the health Interests of your human charges.

Bakery. — The bake oven, after eleven years' service, is burned 
out and in a bad state of repair, and unfortunately is so con 
wtructed that satisfactory repairs are impossible. A new oven 
should be built, which will cost $1,500, and for this purpose this 
sum is asked. 

Tubercular Cottages. — We feel that so-called open-air cottages, 
one in the department for men and one in the department .for 
women, where tubercular cases may be isolated and given open-air 
treatment, is an urgent necessity. It is estimated that they will 
cost $7,500 each, including hot water heating plant and equipment.

Two Dining Room Wings, Addition to Rear Center Building. — 
The present congregate dining hall accommodates 350 patients. 
Right wards in the department for women and nine in the depart- 
ment for men have ward dining-rooms. Five dining-rooms in the 
department for men and five in the department for women could 
be converted into dormitories if the congregate dining hall were of 
sufficient size to accommodate the patients from these wards, thus 
allowing the conversion of the dining-rooms into dormitories, in- 
creasing the capacity 100 or more in each department. The insti- 
tution kitchen is poorly located in the basement of the Rear Center 
Building. It is now proposed to build two wings, addition to the 
Hear Center, making a women's dining-room and a men's dining- 
room, each with a capacity of 450, vacating the present kitchen 
and moving it to the present patients' dining-room, where there is 
abundance of light and ventilation. The amount required for this 
purpose wil| be $45,000. 



Greenlwuses. — The $5,000 appropriated by the last Legislature 
for greenhouses was inadequate. It provided a palm house and 
two small wings, which are not of sufficient size to accommodate 
the potted plants and palms and allow room for the growing of 
winter flowers. We request an additional $5,000 in order to pro- 
vide sufficient space to allow us to vacate the old houses, which are 
in a state of decay and dilapidation beyond repair.

— We still feel that additional land is desirable, for the 
same reasons as stated in our previous report to the legislative com- 
mittee, and that, as soon as practicable, a sum of money sufficient 
to purchase four or five hundred acres should be set aside for this 
purpose.

Notwithstanding the comparatively recent transfer of 150 pa- 
tients from this institution to others, the department for men at 
his time has only nine vacancies, and we are again confronted with 
the problem of caring for those who are to come within the next 
year or two. We feel that the addition of dining-room wings to 
the Rear Center — enabling the large majority of patients to go to 
a congregate dining hall for their meals and allowing all ward 
dining-rooms to be converted into dormitories — will not only solve 
Ihe problem of increased capacity for a few years to come, but will 
effect a saving in subsistence and provide a more suitable location 
for the general kitchen. The capacity of the present dining-room 
is sufficient to accommodate less than 50% of the population, and 
it is our opinion that in the neighborhood of 90% of the patients 
are able to take their meals in a congregate dining hall, and we 
therefore urge that the asked for appropriation for this purpose 
be made. 

I desire again to express my appreciation of the support and 
encouragement given by your honorable board and the officers and 
employes.

Four autopsies were made during the year as follows: 

No. 1. Male, age about 45 years. Clinical diagnosis: rabies. 
Gross findings consist of increase of cere-spinal fluid, acute inflam- 
mation of meninges and some few punctate hemorrhagic areas over 
brain surface. Brain sent to State laboratory and diagnosis con- 
firmed by State pathologist. No other organs examined. • Post 
mortem diagnosis: rabies. 

No. 2. Case No. 219. Male, age 51 years. Chronic manic de- 
pressive insanity. Clinical diagnosis: acute gastritis followed by 
perforation and peritonitis caused by foreign bodies (pins). Gross 
findings consist of acute inflammation of mucosa of stomach with 
perforation of posterior wall of fundus and extensive inflamma- 
tion of peritoneum. Vegetations of tricuspid and mitral valves. 
Post mortem diagnosis: acute perforating gastritis. 

No. 3. Case No. 5185. Male, age 57 years. Organic dementia. 
Clinical diagnosis: brain tumor. Post mortem findings consist of 
area of caseous degeneration size of hen 's egg in left occipital lobe ; 
marked thickening of meninges; excess of cerebro-spinal fluid; no 
other organs examined. Post mortem diagnosis: chronic pachy- 
meningitis; tubercular granuloma. 

No. 4. Case No. 5257. Female, age 50 years. Chronic manic 
depressive insanity. Acute retention. Gross' findings show bladder 
empty, both kidneys enlarged and congested. Section shows nu- 
merous areas of parenchymatous degeneration, both acute and 
chronic. Post mortem diagnosis : acute exacerbation of chronic 
parenchymatous nephritis.
